' ■ ill house t he technical programs, 
along with the nursing and science 
classrooms. Brice Construction Company 
received the bid which came in at 
approximately $4.2 million. 

Construction should begin within the next 
two weeks, weather permitting, with 
thearchitect returning to talk with the faculty 
and staff shortly after January 6. The 
architects will give priority for internal 
schematic design to programs which will 
move by December 1995. A committee has 
been formed to work with the architects to 
select the "external skin" of the building. 

Brick color, brick size and plinth size (base 
of the building) is being studied by the 
committee and a recommendation will be 
made to the President's office by mid- 
December.

I .oca! Firm Receives Bids 

Construction for the new campus 
continues to go very well. A heavier than 
normal rain fall this fall has slowed site 
preparation; however, construction is still 
planned to begin in mid-December. The 
college has made an e;Fort to involve local 
businesses and firms in the construction of 
the new facility. To date, six of the eight 
companies involved in the project are firms 
from Suscaloosa County. The other two 
are from the Birmingham metropolitan area. 
The college's predicted financial impact upon 
the local economy is estimated to be over 
$ 1 00 million annually. 

The college has an optimistic goal of 
moving into the first phase of the new 
campus by December 1995. The North 
wing is being constructed first and will house 
the technical programs, nursing and science 
areas. The second phase of construction 
should begin during the fall of 1995 and be 
completed by May 1998.
